For a time absolute confusion reigned and 
the wildest reports were sent out over the 
long distance telephone from an office in the 
outskirts of the city, 


How the Tornado Worked. 


The first hurried survey of the ruins by the 
light of candles and lanterns showed that the 
tornado had first struck the corner of Grand 
avenue and Front street, tearing gown the 
smaher buildings farther out. The Culpepper 
hotel had been partly wrecked. Then the 
Grand avenue hotel, an old brick structure 
dating to ante-bellum times, had crumbled. 

The residents barely escaped from the lower 
floors, although it is believed that half ¢ dozen 
inmates, guests, or servants are buried under 
the débris. It hardly seems possible that al] 
could have escaped. 

Adjoining this hotel was the Meyér-Neville 
hardware store, a seven story modern strue- 
ture, and when the tornado struck it was 
just being emptied of the clerksand@ working 
force. How many persons were buried in 
the building cannot be known until daylight. 
It is known that a bookkeeper " in .the 
ruins. 

D. BE. Bennett, Cland Williams, abe Frank 
Woodruff, employés of the Meyer-Neville 
company, were buried in the débrie when that 
building went down. Bennett escaped, but 
the other men are still beneath the ruins. 

The other bulldings listed as completely de- 
stroyed were all In this block. 

The only large building left standing in the 
section of the city swept by the tornado fs 
the Armour Packing company plant. Part 
of the roof was blowm away and the rear 
end demolished, but the walle of the main 
bullding are intact. The plant wae damaged 
heavily by water. 


Rescue Parties at Work. 


By 7:15 o’clock men with lanterns were 
climbing over débrisin all parts of town. One 
rescue party began working on the Meyer- 
Neville building. Another wae buay at the 
Gran@ Central hotel. The rain and wind 
began to slacken a little bit, but did not 
cease altogether. 

Reports began to come In from otthes parts. 
of the city, indicating a loss of fife and prop- 
erty much greater than is now known to be 
the case. 

Then flames broke out in the Meyer-Ne- 
ville ruine, but were extinguished without 
much loss. A little later a glare in the east 
showed fire bad broken out there. it was 
found to be the Pearce Cotton compress. 
This was later extinguished, bet how much 
damage, if any hag been done, ay apisatell 
be learned.

BANKER OWNS OP 10 “GIFTS” | 


Tells Ohio Graft Investigators 
It’s None of Their Business. 


DON’T GO TOO DEEP, HE SAYS. 


President of Second National Threat- 
ens to Spoil Some Reputations. 


Cincinnati, ©O., March 2.-—[Special.)}— 
Charlies H. Davis, president of the Second 
National bank, made the Drake committee 
sit up and gasp this afternoon. It took all 
the persuasive powers of a sergeant-at-arms 
to calm Mr. Drake after he had made up 
his mind to give the committee more in the 
way of evidence than it bargained for. 

He admitted that he had made more “ per- 
sonal gifts '’ of money to an official of the 
treasurer’s office than he had kept any ac- 
count of, but told the committee that it was 
nobody's business but his own. 

The questions asked by the, committee, 
which was appointed by the state senate to 
investigate public officers in Cincinnati and 
Hamilton county, nettled Mr. Davis. He was 
nervous, the sérgeant-at-arms was nervous, 
and the committee members were sitting on 
the edges of their chairs, when one of them 
timidly asked Mr. Davis if he had reported 
his bank's expenses to the controller of the 
eurrency. 


Committee Makes Him Tired. 

The banker had his feply on the tip of his 
tongue and he shot it at the committee. It 
was: 

* You make me tired. That's none of your 
business and none of his.” 

When the committee recovered, Mr. Drake 
was asked if he had ever given the treasurer 
any gratuities. He replied: 

“Tt don’t care what you ask. I might have 
given him $5,100 or $150, but I never gave him 
anything. I gave it to Scholl. Don't get to 
digging too deep.

You 
and I both know that at the end of that time 
it is exceedingly improbable that the state 
of Illinois wil] recover much from the Illinois 
Steel corporation, because the land so filled in 

has been covered with factories, docks, 
etc., which conduce to capitalistic activity. 
To interfere with them would ‘ interfere with 

business,’ which cannot really be done. 


Bay Window Compensation. 

“In the downtown department of the city 
of Chicago there are hundreds of bay win- 
dows projecting beyond the building line. 
These bay windows may have been put there » 
by virtue of a council order or ordinance, in 
which case the council order or ordinance 
was unconstitutional. But practically none 
of these bay windows has been removed. 
All that we have been able to do is to charge 
& moderate rate of compensation. The com- 
pensation so collected has been illegal because 
laws do not permit of the alienation of part 
of the sidewalk. However, we sought to col- 
lect this compensation because we thought 
it was better than nothi 

“And the sincere resistance accorded us 
has been amazing. One would suppose that 
a set of incendiaries, anarchists, communists, 
and all the other ists which are the terms of 
greatest reproach in our language had sought 
constantly to destroy the interests of our 
community. It never occurred to the owners 
that they were getting something for nothing. 
They simply realized that they were making 
money by having the bay windows and pay- 
ing nothing for them, and& therefore, nothing 
else mattered to them. 

“The department has several times caught 
water thieves. It has on examination of a 
meter found that ite mechanism had been 80 
altered as to register but one-fifth of all the 
water which passed through the meter. But 
application to the state's attorney evolved 
the fact that our present laws—framed in the 
interest. of capitel—practically make it. no 
offense for capital (i. e.: the privileged few) 
to steal from the community (l.e.: the un- 
privileged many). Consequently, nothing 
could be done to the water thieves. : 

“ Again and again we ran up against the in- 
junction business. A particular collection of 
capital (a firm, corporation, or rich indtvid- 
ual) would steal something from the com- 
munity—for instance, valuable land. When 
we tried to @ispossess capital—injunction. 
And capital would hold the landor other val- 
uable asset of the mmunity éuring the 
pendency of a long and troublesome lawsuit, 


Present Laws Obsolete. 


“The whole body of our laws as at pres- 
ent framed are ridiculous and obsolete. They 
are designed to uphold capital at the expense 
of the community. The most potent weapon 
in the armory of capital is delay—for delay 
induces forgetfulness of the wrong and the 
chance to corrupt. 

“ Money is so strong nowadays that, given 
time, delay, {t can in some form or other 
corrupt most men, or if it cannot do that it 
can get the crank out of the way. 

“T realized soon after I took office that to 
fight privilege under the present laws would 
be a jest. The cards were stacked in its 
favor from the start; the dice were loaded 
and are loaded against the community. 

“ence, of the insignificant little bit 
that I accomplished against privilege, not 
one tithe of a tithe could have been ac- 
complished through the law. What I 
succeeded in was practically all done 
in an extra-legal (though I think never 
an fllegal) way. To enforce obedience 
on the part of capital even to the existing 
laws—and we all know the existing laws are 
‘fair * enough to capital—I was compelled to 
hold up permits, to use force, to pester, worry, 
and annoy in ways never contemplated by 
our present laws.“It would not surprise me 
if such a system of hazing as I was forced 
much against my will to adopt were now to 
be made a criminal offense by the next leg- 
islature. 


Money Alters Souls. 


“Tt isn't because rich men 
class apart. They are not. But 
Possesses them (they ‘practically f 
sess money) it alters their very souls without 
their realising it, and it is simple to see 
why. It is because money is what a man 

most wants. It is the dearest wish of his 
heart, whatever that may be. 

“Money is power and dominion. It is 
wine, and woman, and song. It is art, and 
poetry, and music. It is idleness or activity. 
It is warmth in winter and coolness in sum-~ 
mer. Itis clothing and food. It is travel and 
sport. It is- horses and automobiles, and 
siiks and diamonds. It is books. It is edu- 
eation. It is self-respect and the respect of 
all others. 

“No one possesses it, but it possesses 
everybody. In life money means everything, 
and, therefore, anybody will do anything to 
get it. It enslaves those whom it possesses, 
and it likewise enslaves in a more sordid 
way those who have none of it. The man 
who has money masters the destinies of those 
who have it not. 


Case of Jay Cooke Unique. 

“Here is an instance as it seems to me 
entirely significant: 

** In the civil war, an eminent Philadelphia 
financier by the name of Jay Cooke lent a 
considerable sum of money at a low rate of 
interest (perhaps at no interest at all; I have 
forgotten) to the government. His name has 
come down in this country as a patriot of 
éxtraordinary purity, a man who, when the 
country was in need, was willing to sacrifice 
a large part (perhaps the whole, I have for- 
gotten) of his fortune to its welfare. His 
example was so unique that the average his- 
tory of that time never has been able to get 
over it.

Opposes Evanston Branch Trolley Plan. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Leo Horn- 
stein went before the council committee on 
local transportation in the afternoon and ar- 
gued against the passage of the ordinance al- 
lowing the Milwaukee and St. Paul company 
to electrify its Evanston branch, to make con- 
nection between the terminus of the North- 
western ‘‘L” and the northern suburb. 

Mr. Hornstein made the claim that, under 
the recent decision of the Supreme court in 
the telephone case, the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul company has no legal right of way be- 
tween Fullerton avenue and the present 
northern limits of the city. 

His contention was that its claims to this 
gap are based on ordinances passed by the 
old town of Lake View, since incorporated 
with the city, and the court had held that 
ordinanceg passed by municipalities after- 
wards annexed to Chicago expire at the time 
of annexation. Hence, he held, the passage 
of the ordinance would mean giving the road a 
new right of wey north of Fullerton avenue. 

The point was also made that the proposed 
vacation of that part of Southport avenue 
now occupied by the railway company would 
be illegal, as the property would revert back 
to the original dedicators.

President of Union Orders Local Leaders 
‘to Be Tried for ““Traitorism” for Aid- 
ing Secession Movement.

Pending a meeting between the committee 
from the teamsters’ joint council and the 
Excavating Team Owners’ association this 
afternoon no further strikes were called by 
the Shea faction. 

Judge Walker ordered the release on bonds 
of $1,000 each of President Edwin W right 
and Kdward E. Bessette of Typographical 
union No. 16 until the hearing of the habeas 
corpus motion is resumed next Wednesday.

Special Council at Tearskoe Selo Fixes | 
Main Points in New Parlia- 
vl saab Salen 


ST. URG, March 2.—As the re- 
sult of a series of wp Peg councils, held at 
Tearskoe Selo under the presidency of the 
emperor, the main guarantees of liberty have 
been granted and @ manifesto has been or- 
dered to be coded and incorporgted in the 
fundamental laws of the empire. The main 
points are as follows: 

No law will hereafter be effective without 
the approval of the national assembly and 
council of the empire. The latter body will 
consist of an equal number of appointed and 
elected members taken from the clergy; no- 
bility, zemstvos, academy of science, uni- 
versities, trade, and industry. 

There will be two houses, both of whom 
will have power to initiate legislation which 
does not affect the fundamental laws of the 
empire, the question of succession, etc.

SHAW GIVES BANKS ALIFT; | 
_ WILL DEPOSIT $10,000,000. 


Seoretary of Treasury in Statement Ex- 


plains Intentions as to Public Insti- 
tutions in Financial Centers. 


Washington, D. C., March 2.—Secretary 
Shaw today announced that he would make 
temporary deposits in public banks amount- 
ing to $10,000,000. The secretary, in his 
statement, says: 

“In the month of February just closed 
the treasury department locked up about 
$10,000,000—$4,500,000 by excess of govern- 
ment receipts over expenditures and $6,000,- 
000 by excess of deposits by lawful money 
for redemption of national bank circulation 
over and above the actual redemption. For 
this reason the secretary of the treasury 
announced this evening that he at once 
would deposit $10,000,000 of public funds in 
e ng depository banks, .

“These deposits will be made gatirely to 
portant centers—namely: New York, Bo 
ton, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Chicago, St. 
Louis, and New Orleans. The déposits will 
be temporary only, and depository banks re- 
ceiving them will be called upon to return the 
same on or about July 10. The deposits 
being of a temporary character, the depart- 
ment will accept as security satisfactory 
bonds on a basis of 90 per cent of their 
value.”

RAILWAYS MAY HAVE BIGGEST 
STRUGGLE IN THEIR HISTORY. 


Reads Will Clash Unless the Erie 


Censehts to Arbitration of the En- 
tire Differential Fare Question and 
Withdraws from Its Present Posi- 
tion—Officials of the Grand Trunk 


Declare They Will Open Hostilities | 


March 10. 


Once more the Erie officials stand in the 
way of arbitrating the question of dimer- 
ential fares, and roads between Chicago, 
New York, and Boston, and unless the pres- 
idents of the trunk lines can bring Presi- 
dent Underwood of the Erie to time and all 
agree upon arbitration there will be the 
biggest passenger rate war between Chicago 
‘and the east that ever has occurred in this 
country. 

At a conference yesterday the executive 
officials of the eastern lines failed to reach 
any more of an agreement than did the pas- 
seriger officials at their meeting two weeks 
ago. After the meeting the opinion was 
unanimously expressed that the Erie was 
the road which is blocking the entire mat- 
ter by insisting upon arbitration that really 
is not arbitration so far as it is concerned. 

In other words, that road stuck to thé same 
propositioti which broke up ‘the other meet- 
ing—that under no circumstances must its 


standing as a differential road be changed, 


nor shall any other line landing its trains 


lice Manhattan island be given differential 


The attitude of D: W. Cook and R. H. Wal- 
lace, who represented the Erie at the con- 
ference, is said to have been that of _— 
who had received their orders from h 
authority and were powerless to make a 
concessions. This attitude of the Erie rep- 
resentatives convinced many of the other 
officials at the conference that President 
Underwood has already made up his mind 
that the Erie cannot afford to go into an ar- 
bitration, and, therefore, there is a feeling 
among the other railroad men that he will 
not change his mind.. Last night there were 
more officials who predicted war than there 


were who thought that there would be a 7 


peaceful outcome to the negotiations. 

The Grand Trunk officials, who made the 
original demand for rearbitration of the dif- 
ferential question, declaring that they did 
mot and never had recogniged the Chariton- 
McCormick award, which gave the Michigan 
Central the right to become a differential 
road, have remained firm in their proposi- 
tion, saying there must be arbitration or war. 

They have set March 10 as the day for 
opening hostilities in case arbitration is not 
agreed upon before, and every effort to get 
them to reconsider has only made them more 
and. more positive in their demands. They 
started the War last summer, out of which 
the Michigan Centra! emerged as a nonde- 
script, with only a small paft of the benc- 
factions bestowed by the Chariton award, 
and the other eastern lines know by this 
time that they can fight and will. 


Action Carefully Considered... 


This present step has not been taken hast- 
ily, but after mature consideration, and prac- 
tically a six months’ warning to the other 
‘roads, For several months through private 
conferences Grand Trunk officials tried to 
get the other Mines into an amicable agree- 
ment. 

At yesterday's meeting were such high offi- 
cials as G. J. Grammer, vice president in 
charge of traffic of the New York Central 
lines west; E. A. Ford, passenger traffic man- 
ager of the Pennsylvania; D: O. Ives, traffic 
manager of the Wabash; G. F. Randolph, 
vice president ‘of the Baltimore and Ohio;

He is president of 
the American Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany and the Bell Telephoné company, which 
control the Chicago Telephone company. 
Mr. Fish saw what the local managers of 
the Chicago Telephone company apparently 
did not see—that the corporation's tenure 
in Chicago was extremely insecure. 


Independents Make Offers. 

At least three propositions from , inde- 
pendent telephone companies are being de- 
ferred until it is ascertained what the ht. 
cago Telephone company has to offer in the 
matter of rates. There are in the United 
States 600,000 more independent telephones 
than the number controlled by the Bell cor- 
poration. The argument is made that Chi- 
cago is shut off from considerable trade ir. 
this state and Indiana by not. possessing 
communication with the independent systen:. 
St. Louis has an independent telephone com- 
pany, as also have Indianapolis and Cincin- 
nati, and they get a large amount of this 
trade, and the Chicago Commercial associa- 
tion has taken:account of thie candition of 
affairs. ‘

Springfield, I11., March 2.—{Special.]—No- 
tices were served today on Christopher Ma- 
mer, clerk of the Supreme court, that peti- 
tions for rehearing will be filed in the Chi- 
cago charter case and the case of the Chi- 
cago Telephone company at the opening of 
the April term of court.

‘The Illinois legislature at ite last session 
created a body to be known as the state 
highway commission. Gov, Deneen has ap- 
pointed the members of the commission, 
President James of the state university be- 
ing one of t , and it is organised and 
ready for business. 

It is not the commisgion’s intention to try 
to introduce any great innovations in road- 
making. Its policy will be cbmmon sense 
and conservative. It will not attempt to 
initiate an extensive system of highways, 
but will confine itself to giving advice and 
assistance to localities which apply for it. 
It will investigate to ascertain what meth- 
ods of road building are best adapted to the | 
various parts of the state. It will be sup- 


plied by the penitentiaries with stone snita- | 


ble in size and quality for highway construc- | 
tion. It has employed a competent staff of. 
engineers. Localities which desire to im- 
prove their roads and bridges and which ap- 
ply to the commission for aid will be fur- 
nished engineers to show them how to do 
the work in the best and chea way, and, 

if they wish to macadamize, w besupplied |; 
with part or. all the necessary! stone. 

Such assistance as the highway commis- 
“sion proposes to give should be welcome in 
the rural districts, The value of good roads 
is now appreciated by all farmers. They 
are seldom to be found chiefly because few 
know how to build them. In most communi- 
ties the roads are “ worked” only when 
there is little to do on the farms. A good 
deal of energy is expended on them at these 
times—enough, if well directed, to put and 
keep most of the state’s highways in fair, 
‘and some of them in excellent, shape. The 
trouble is that the energy is usually ill- 
directed. It needs expert supervision. This 
is what the highway commission aims and 
seems fitted to provide. 

Phe impression seems to exist in some 
places that an attempt is to be made to get 
all roads macadamized. The commission 
has no such intention. Each community 


will decide for itself what kind of a road it 


shall have and then the engineers employed 
by the state will show how tp building of 
it may best be done.

have any value, and whether his marriage 
with Butherst’s daughter is legal—in one 
word, whether she is entitled to rank aga 
peeress of the realm. 

Just what object Sutherst can have had 
in obtaining these mortgages from the mar- 
quis, excepting to exercise some control over 
him, it is difficult to see. For the estates on 
which the mortgages were given are en- 
tailed and imalienable, besides which they 
are already so heavily incumbered | that 
they yield to their nominal owner, Lord 
“Townshend, an income of less than $500 o 
year, 

During the course of legal proceedings ir 
London about two years ago, when the 
young peer made a vain appeaf to the courts 
for permission to sell some of the old mas- 
ters comprised in the entailed property of the 
marquisate, his counsel presented affidavits 
‘and proofs that to all intents and purposes 
he was dependent upon the charity of rela- 
‘tives—that, his cOuntry seats being let for 
‘the benefit of creditors, he had ho home, and 
no income beyond the pittance of $500 a year 
above mentioned. Under the circumstances 
the mortgages which he signed last year can 
have been of no value except as a means of 
moral suasion upon a young man of weak 
mind.

bind ‘herself by contract to offer no objec- 
tion to his remaining for the rest of his days 
part and parcel of the Townshend establish- 
ment, and provided for as such. In one word, 
the influence of Robins upon the unfortunate 
peer was such that the latter preferred to 
forego luxury and relief from financial dis- 
tress by marriage with a good looking and 
rich wife, and even to incur all the unpleas- 
ant notoriety and scandal-of legal proceed- 
ings for breach of promise rather than leave 
the clergyman unprovided for. 
> 

Sutherst seems to have squared Robins at 
the time when he first conceived the notion 
of a marriage between his daughter and the 
peer, and to have secured his coéperation 
in bringing about the matrimonial alliance, 
but since then to have tired: of the bargain, 
at any rate as far as Robins is concerned, 
and to have resolved to eliminate him from 
the life of the marquis and marchioness. Of 
course Robins objects to this treatment, and 
fails to relish the idea of being left to his 
own financial devices. He endeavored to re- 
cover his influence over the peer, and brought 
matters to such a point that Lord Town- 
shend was about to leave his wife for good 
and all unless she consented to have Robins 
living with them. It was then that Lady 
Townshend, or rather her father, Thomas 
Sutherst, acting in her behalf, secured the 
commitment of the marquis as insane.

The two persons who are opposing the con- 
finement are Robins, who now finds himself 
out in the cold, and the dowager marchion- 
ess of Townshend, who is a great-grand- 
daughter of King William IV. and his 
belle amie, Mrs. Jordan, who was famous in 
London at one time under the nom de guerre 
of ‘‘ Dolly Bland.” The dowager marchion-. 
ess is a woman of antecedents which are not 
precisely calculated to entitle her to the re- 
spect and consideration of either the court 
or of the public as the champion of her un- 
fortunate son’s rights, nor to be regarded 
as a fit guardian of a man who is mentally 
unbalanced. . She distinguished herself by a 
sensational. elopement. from her eccentric 
husband, and, instead of his inflicting con- 
dign punishment upon the abductor, it was 
the latter who inflicted a caning upon the 
marquis in Piccadilly for having ventured 
mildly to protest against his departure with 
the marchioness. No divorce ever took place, 
but the matrimonial misfortunes of the late 
Lord Townshend were a continual subject 
of popular amusement, not to gay of ridi- 
cule, the public coming to the conclusion 
that both were equally crazy. 

The late marquis, in fact, was an extraor- 
dinary éndividual, and used to devote his en- 
tire time and attention to the persecution 
of mendicants and of organ grinders. His 
days were spent in the police courts pros- 
écuting” beggars and in securing their con- 
signment to jail and hard tapor, or else he 
was roaming about the streets hunting or- 
gan grinders, who used to flee whenever they 
caught sight of this extraordinary peer of 
the realm with his long beard, generally coy- 
ered with remnants of soup and bread- 
crumbs, shrieking at- them: with that odd 
shrill, high pitched voice which seems pe- 
cullar to the entire Townshend family. 

It was ong of the members of this eccentric 
house to whom Great Britain ts indebted 
for the loss of those colonies in the western 
hemisphere that now form the United 
States. He was the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer in the early part of the reign of 
King George ITI., and his insistence upon 
the payment by the American’ colonies of a 
certain. tax, the entire amount of which rep- 
resented less than $200,000 a pi brought

The purely orchestral was offered yester- 
day, and the audience, which, as usual, filled 
the hall to its capacity, received the program 
with every evidence of enjoyment and ap- 
proval. The fout numbers Mr. Stock placed 
on the list includdd one absolute novelty, and 
three works mad¢ familiar through long time 
prominence in the concert world. Of Men- 
delssohn’s ‘Calm Sea and Prosperous Voy- 
age’’ Overture, of Beethoven's fourth Sym- 
phony and of the Prelude, Good Friday Spel! 
and Glorification from Wagner’s “‘ Parsifal,’~ 
there is little need be said. They stand ac- 
cepted masterpieces, and to commend were 
as needless as to censure were futile. It 
suffices here thai the three selections were 
played with uncdmmon technical finish and 
with rare sympathy and understanding by 
The Mendelssohn, 
with its refined .¢legance of manner and its 
gently romantic #pirit, was read so that all 
its lyric beauty as well as its delicately picto- 
rial characters stood revealed, and the Bee- 
thoven symphony added another confirmation 
to the truth that Mr. Stock’ need not fear 
2omparison, no matter with whom it may be, 
as an interpreter of the Beethoven scores. All 
the joyousness, the hopefulness, the content- 
ment that are voi¢ed in this fourth symphonv 
were given full @xpression yesterday. Es- 
pecially admirable were the Adagio and the 
final Allegro. 

The “ Parsifal ’’ excerpts rarely have been 
#0 well done here.' The tempi were admirably 
chosen, all the dignity and breadth of the 
music being reverled, and yet the dragging 
which results from too slow a beat being 
avoided. The “ Prelude ” was made especia!- 
ly impressive, and the “ Glorification ” was 
given with an accuracy as regards the bells 
and exaltation in spirit which made it re- 
markably satisfactory.

The novelty of the program was a Sym- 
phonic Fantasie ‘“‘Semiramis”’ by Adolf 
Weildig, which thus received ita first public 
performance, _The impression made by the 
new work Was unusually favorable. It is 
music modern in its manner and matter, but 
it contains ideas of worth, it has many mo- 
ments of marked beauty, and fs so made that 
it “ sounds,”’ and sounds well. Mr. Weldig 
found his inspiration in a poem written by 
W. Edwin Markham—a poem which tells of 
Queen Semiramis withered and eyeless "’ as 
she sits “‘ rocking on an ancient road of hell ”’ 
and chanting and dreaming of the days she 
spent in Nineveh. The poem is finely sugges- 
tive in its mood, and the composer has found 
inspiration not for a purely programmatic 
dlece of music but for a fantasie which re- 
flects rather that mood than the incidents de 
ecribed.

heautiful character. The melody sung by the 
Znglish horn and the ’cello—a combination of 
“ttiking. effectiveness and charm—is one of 
che finest inspirations in the entire work.

While Dr. Wetninger says much that is

“A woman never forgets that some one 
thought her ugly; a woman never considers 
herself ugly; the successes of others at the 
most only make her think of herself as per- 
haps less attractive. But no women ever 
believes herself to be anything but beautiful 
and desirable when she looks @{ herself in the 
glass; she never accepts her own ugliness 
as a painful reality as a man would, and 
never ceases to try © persuade others of the 
contrary.” 

Nothing is easier than to make such ald 
statements as this, and nothing easier than 
to disprove them. Dr. Weininger even argues 
that a woman hasno soul. 

Whilst a woman is stimulated to try to impress 
a man from the mere fact that he has paid no 
attention to her (Goethe gave this as a practical 
receipt), the whole life of a woman, in fact, being 
an expression of this side of her nature, a man, if 
4 woman treate him rudely or indifferently, feels 
repelled by her. Nothing makes 4 man so happy 
as the love of a gtrl; even if he did not at first 
return her love, there is a great probability of love 
being aroused In him. The love of a man for 
whom she does not care is only @ gratification of 
the vanity of a woman, or an awakening and 
rousing of slumbering desires. A woman extends 
her claims equaliy to all men on earth. 

The shamelessness and heartiessnéss of women 
are shown in the way in which they talk of being 
loved. A man feels ashamed of being loved, be- 
cause he is always in the position of being the 
active, free agent, and because he knows that he 
can never give himself entirely to love, ana there 
is nothing about which he fs so silent, even when 
there is no special‘ reason for him to fear that he 
might compromise the lady by talking. A woman 
boasts about her love. affairs, and parades them 
before other women {n order to make them envious 
of her. ‘Woman does not look upon « man’s in. 
clination for her so much as a tribute to her actual 
worth, or a deep insight into her nattre, as the

The houses In whitch the people lived llvstraté the 
unchangeableness of the east. The foundations of mud 
bricks or. of adobe, still, stand. Somne’.of them con- 
tained one m, others two or three, but seldom more, 
and if it were not for the old flint saws and the tablets 
inscribed in the Sdmerian language scattered about, 
one might mistake them for the ruins of a deserted Arab 
village. The walls of the houses average a meter in” 
thickness, but they are too far gone to show their 
height, or if they had-windows, or what sort of a roof 
they supported. In some of the rooms. vertical drains 
built up of large baked clay circular tiles. placed one 
upon the other, carried the waste: water to the desert 
sand beneath. In others. large reservoirs for the stor- 
age of water were in place. One old Sumérian kept his 
clay letters and_receipts, about thirty in number, in a 
terra cotta vase-over the mouth of which he bound a 
piece of finely woven cloth. In the sack of the city the 
vabe Was hot disturbed, and, although the cloth had 
long ago turned to ashes, the impression of each of Its.

The uncovering of this ancient temple was the first 
work in the excavation of Bismya. The stimmit of the 
ancient tower was cleared of the sand which had dritft- 
ed there; trenches were sunk along its side, and the 
rooms at its base were emptied. Among the fallen 
ruins. the workmen occasionally tame upon pieces of 
white marble statuary, and their appearance led me to 
believe. that somewhere among the ruins there must 
be statues unlike anything which had been discovered. 

_ Within a month after the opening of the excava- 
tions, as some of the workmen weré:digging at a trench 
near the west corner of the temple, there appeared a 
headless and toeless marble statue of an old Sumerian 
king: Séarch in the dirt béneath the spot where it was 
lying brought fo light sevéral small fragments, and 
when: fitted together they completed the feet.

tic antiques of all kinds now to be found in EBuro- 
pean markets are spurious, while the 20 per cent pur- 
chased and purchaseable are worthless as art, having 
only the halo of age attaching. 


Women the Easiest Dupes. ° 

“Women, directly or indirectly, are the great 
dupes of the antique manufacturers,” insists Mr. Sand- 
berg. “The husband may be present at the time of 
the purchase, and he may have been following duti- 
fully in the search that leads up to the ‘find.’ But he 
is as clay in the potter’s hands when the final question 
of purchase or not to purchase is decided, Let an 
emotional woman gét the idea that her artistic senses 
are soothed dreamily into the spirituality that 
prompted expression of the old master in his produc- 
tion of a thirty day old antique and.she is going to 
bring that antique home with her and. write a paper 
on it for the elub, even if her hubby has to cable home 
for: more money that afternoon.

The poll was 
taken Dy +télephone and there was no repeating, The 
voters expressed themselves frankly, as they had no 
fear of being placed on record. by: name. Consequently, 
there wére no social axes to be ground. 

Of the total of 172 votes cast, 140 were cast by 
prominent society women, and none voted. for herself, 
Twenty-six were cast by well known clubwomen whose 
names. frequently appear in the daily newspapers, and 


five votes. were recorded by dressmakers.who sew for 


the 400. 

There was a remarkable unanimity of opinion among 
the dressmakers. ' Without exception all. pronounced 
Mrs. Stanley Field the best dressed woman in Chicago.

_“™ Bome of the fruit stores of Chicago are 
prolific of social harm and ought to be put 
out of business. Many of them are ly 
kindergarten winerooms, They have a'so- 
called ‘parlor’ partitioned off in the rear 
where young boys and girls congregats, 
smoke, and indulge in presumably ‘soft’ 
drinks and ice cream. Not long ago pianos 
were in these places and fruit was solid to 
rag time music. Later the music was taken 
out. Complaints im the past have come to 
me from time to time that schoo! children 


. frequented these places during school hours. 


It became necessary for truant officers to 
raid several of these places, and since they 
have been kept under surveillance by truant 
officers during school hours the proprietors 
of these places near schools have heeded the 
warning and kept their places clea? of chil- 
dren of compulsory school attendance age. 
But boys and girls over 14 frequent these 
places after school hours, and many of them 
are practically loafing places for gangs of 
young hoodlums between 15 and 19 years of 
age. Some of the stores have a living room in 
the rear, where the proprietor sleeps. 


Union of ‘‘Pop and Profanity.”’ 
“Now that the younger girls are driven 
out of the dance halle, I predict that they 
will frequent the fruit stores more, and that 
they will give preference to those that have 
curtainedr partitions. It would be well for 
the police to keep an eye on any fruit store 
where gangs congregate evenings, and where 
young girls and boys are grouped around 
tables in the rear room, in communion with 
pop and profanity. Possibly some of these 
places will eventually become bold enough 
to put in pianos and phomographs or permit 
dice shaking and card games for gain. Some 
fruit stores are run on the square, but many 
of them are simply cradles of crime. I hope

Suppression 
always will be difficult; extinction, if abso- 
lute, will be the only method that will yield 
results.

You can talk to her and determine whether 
or not she has a desire to} a decent life. 
But the others, the product of the vice soaked 
fruit stores and ice créam parlors, aré al- 
most as hopeless as they are helpless. They 
don’t seem to care, except that restraint 
and detention are disagreeable, and they want 
to get back with their old associates.” 

For years Ald. Scully was a public prose- 
‘cutor In the police courts, and he bears out 
what Miss Ratcliffesays as to the shameless- 
ness of the young girls who are arrested for 
frequenting disreputable resorts, or who are 
brought in for truancy. He says: 

“The average boy will whimper and prom- 
ise to be good. The thought of punishment 
and the working of his own conscience bring 

to a state of contrition. He’s sorry, and 
Says so, and that means there is something 
to work on for the boy’s good. But the young 
girls are,problems, I have had opportunity 
to see much of human nature, and I confess I 
cannot understand it. Girls in short skirts, 
with hair down their backs in braids, imma- 
ture, have been arraigned in the police courts 
during my time as public prosecutor, a..d in- 
stead of tears and protestations of future 
reformation I have encountered brazen im- 
pudence and indifference. .

Victim of Too Much System. 

There {s a moral in the story of P. Bande 
seems to have been the ‘victim of :

The story of M. B. B. is worth the telling. 
She lost because she had too much theory— 
and couldn't apply it.

While every author is entitled to a comfort- 
able living, not one in 100 receives it from 
literature. He is the subject of condiiions 
as they are, not as he wants them tobe. Au- 
thorship is one of the poorest paid of pro- 
fessions. Only those of much ability and of 
great proficiency can expect: to make a living 
at it, and comparatively few of them earn 
more. There is no profession so overcrowded 
or so filled with — This condition is 
largely due to the fact ‘that so many people 
wart to write, and that so many people write 
whether they can write or not. This gluts 
the market and enables the parsimonious pub- 
lisher to obtain all that he needs, and of 


every grade of material excépt the highest, - 


for nothing, or at merely nominal cost. Nine- 
ty percent of the writers today, whether they 
have ability or not, rather write for 
nothing than not to write. | 

I would mot advise any one to attempt to 
become an author if he must depend upon his 
pen for his bread and butter. If he has great 
ability and gains a name and Yeputation his 
writings may eventually make him self-sup- 
porting, but he cannot, no matter whac his 
ability,.expect to earn his living with his pen 
until several years after his first. uction, 

Success in authorship is impossible unless 
there be actual capacity. All the learning 
possible for one brain to hold cannot preadutve 
a genuine author or an author capable of 
producing any work of originality or atiy 
work with real soul and color to it. I'doubt 
if any one can, even with education and ex- 
perience, be able to produce historical or 
scientific works and do, his subject justice

have that life in it, that something which 
makes it live, that something which appeals 
to the reader and shows to the reader the 
character of the author.

The mother hubbard disguised is another vogue 
which has easy possibilities. Underneath the sashes 
and trimmings with which they are loaded more than 
haif of the so-called wrappers are cut that way. #or 
instance, here is the plan of a good model itn light 
blue veiling. A yoke lihing of the same goods is fitted 
te reach down to an inch or inch and‘a half under 
the arms. It is perfectly straight around the bottom 
except that it is curved up to a shallow point at the 
middie of the back. A top layer of the veiling is then 
laid on this with lengthwise plaits about an inch and 
a half in width. Four of these are laid V shape at the 
back, spreading at the neck to the shoulder seams 
and coming almost together at the bottom of the yoke. 
In the front two more on each side are laid from the 
same point in the shoulder seams, straight down, The 
skirt is gathered on this under a sash of the veiling, 
hémmed narrow and cut about four inches wide. It 
is tacked tn pretty soft folds all aleng the back and 
under the arms, and each side of the fastening in 
front. Here it is crossed through as a tie; or ellowed 
to hang straight from each side. The cut of the yoke 
at‘the back gives this sash a slightly curved up effect 
which is not noticeable, but which improves the whole 
set of the wrapper. 

| *x * 

Good things can always be learned from the ready 
made in getting good effects from easy ways of finish- 
ing. The one used here is an inch and a half Persian 
braid set °in rectangular fashion around the neck, 
which is cut out V shaped at the back. It is “turned” 
in a shallow plait at the back, at both shoulder seams, 
and at the front, also slightly V shaped where a piece 
runs down the middie into the belt. The wrapper 
fastens under this with three hooks being sewed up 
the front in the old fashioned way. The skirt is cut 
of two widths of the veiling which reach well around 
to the back, and two natrow gores set in at the back. 
A knee ruffie is set on which has three of the deep 
tucks or plaits of the yoke repeated horisontally 
around it. Sleeve, full top, deep cuff with band of the 
insertion around it.

For the womah who .can embroider, a pretty 
wrapper is easy by buttonholi a yoke which is 
shaped after any of the shallow nightgown yokes.

One such wrapper was first tucked in narrow tucks 
across the top of the broad widths. It was then cut 
out at the neck and armholes after the fashion of an 
ordinary yoke, and the little curved embroidered yoke 
was laid .over. Kimono sleeves were used, the turn 
back plece being buttonholed and embroidered in de- 
sign to match. A hem two inches deep and a couple 
of tueks an inth and a half wide is the finish which is 
put on the bottom of most of these wrappers, which, 
if they don’t have a knee ruffie, will need four widtns 
of three-quarters of a yard goods. White veiling is 4 
favorite material for wrappers, and is lined with pale 
blue, pink, and lavender wash. slik, while figured 
flannels are lined in white silk. These are made with 
bertha of the silk or of the same material finished and 
edged: with color of briar stitch to match lining.
